In a
letter dated JAnuary 12, 1973, to your ccapany, the Division affirmed
that action.

Vouchir No. 724053 Ls a claim for frdar,ht charges for transporting
a ahipment of hich explosives from Savanus Army Depot, Illinois, to
Fort Wolters, Texas, under Oovernent bill of lading Noe E-7094398,
issued April 30, 1968. The origtnal Goverument bill of lnding
apparently is lost and your voucher As supported by a Certificate
:a Lieu of Lout Government DL11 of Lading (CIL).

The CII. was issued by the Department oC the Army on June 25,
1971. The Certificate of Consignee on the CIL abowv that the
shipment was delivered at destination May 2, 1968, and the CIL's
Certificate And Waivar Dy Transportation Company ws signed on
behalf of your company on Jantary 13, 19724 You stnt the voucher
with its supporting papers to tho Department of the Army which
forwarded it here where lt was received JAnuary 31, 1972.

More than 3 years had elapsed since May 2, 1968, when the A

shipment wee delivered at destination, and the Division returned the
bill and supporting papers to you because under section 322 it was
precluded from conuidering the cain for freight charges ropreuentcd
by your vouchur.
